British form of sovernment.~ But a peep at the 
hideous Spectacle just laid bare to the public 
gaze in the neighboring Colony is undoubtedly 
calculated to make us feel that; if we are jh a 
miserablé plight, We are not alone. It would be 
a mistake to charge the state of things in’ ‘the 
Colony af Vancouyer Island upon the system of 
Governnfent whidh now’ obtains there. That 
state of things was antecedent to the present 
form of overnment, and is not, therefore, fairly 
chargeatle theretd; and it is the recent ‘exten- 
sion of the populaé element in that Government 
which hag brought about this expose.
